11-19-2014, Once again, I see the “silly season” is upon us. Christmas displays are up, and the other day when 
I was in County Market, I heard Christmas music. It seems like each year the stores are pushing the Christmas 
season earlier and earlier. Oh well, what can a person do. Watching the stories out of Buffalo and western New 
York bring back some memories, as well as reminders about the season. 

If you are traveling, remember to check the weather conditions before you leave and allow extra 
time. Also make sure that your cell phone, and mobile or HT are working as well. One story from Buffalo 
mentioned that during the digging out efforts, a vehicle was found buried in the snow with the occupant still 
inside. If you are traveling and do get stuck, stay with your vehicle, but make sure that you keep the exhaust 
pipe clear of snow. Most people carry a blanket in their vehicle, so that, along with running your vehicle 
intermittently, helps keep you warm. Carrying small items, like candy bars, a small camping style cup for 
melting snow, and drinking fluids, even a small candle can help make a time of being stuck in the snow a little 
less stressful. 

The winter weather can and usually does cause hazards around the home as well. Icy sidewalks 
and driveways lead to slips, falls, and usually trips to the hospital. Heavy, wet snowfall, or as we used to refer 
to it on the Ambulance crew that I worked with, cardiac snow, can lead to heart attacks from trying to clear your 
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driveway. Usually the best way to deal with this is to have a plow on a vehicle to move it, or find some 
neighborhood kid and pay him or her $20.00 to clear it. And, of course, the weather can create problems for our 
equipment as well. Ice buildup on antennas can affect transmissions, as well as collapse antennas or towers 
supporting them. High winds can also damage antennas and or/towers, which can in turn do damage to our 
radios. I generally try to go out at least once a day, more in bad weather to make sure that my antennas are up 
and that hopefully there is no ice buildup that needs to be attended to. So far, over the past few winters I’ve 
been lucky, and I’m not going to complain. 

Well I guess that’s all for this month, don’t forget that dues are due by January. Also I hope that 
everyone has a safe Thanksgiving, and if you have to travel, look out for the other guy because they are 
probably not looking out for others.

As noted in last 
month’s column, a Navassa Island (KP1) operation has been announced and will start early in the 
year. On the heels of that announcement comes the news that a Cocos Island (TI9) operation will 
take place shortly thereafter. In addition, it is strongly rumored that a Venezuelan group will soon be 
announcing an operation from Aves Island (YVO) and that it will take place early in 2015.

Aves and Cocos Islands are not among the top 20 or so most wanted by the international DX 
community, these operations will still draw a great deal of interest among those DX’ers who have 
started collecting entities in the last 8 to 10 years or need band fills (me included). Among the three, 
Navassa will still be the gem operation. 

However, all will be lead-ins to the main attractions which will come at the end of 2015. First is the 
Heard Island operation in early 2016. Heard is certainly well up in everyone’s top 5 lists. This 
venture has been in the planning for several years and all seems to be falling into place. It has been 
well over a decade since the last operation. Now comes a second main attraction which will tickle 
everyone’s interest and that is a Bouvet Island (SY) operation of 2 weeks duration starting at about 
December 15, 2015. The planning and hard work of the Heard Island group is well known and they 
will pull that one off. The logistical challenges of a Bouvet operation are quite unique for the target 
island and it will be interesting to watch it unfold. At the same time, Mark, ON4WW, is seeking 
funding support for his one man, three month operation from this same remote, inhospitable ice block 
called Bouvet. He claims to have all necessary permissions; landing, operating and environmental. 
He says he simply needs the money to make it happen. Whether or not he can attract funding and 
pull this off and survive three months alone on Bouvet remain to be seen. Check it out at:
